Keeping Out of Debt 


Financial support for God’s work 
should come from God’s people.

A Columnist and the Bible 


Christians continually turn to the 
Bible for light on the stupendous events 
of these days. It is somewhat surprising 
and at the same time a satisfaction to 
find a well-known newspaper columnist 
and radio commentator expressing keen 
interest in prophecy. Boake Carter,

rope,”1 Miss Eva Stuart Watt gives a 
thrilling account of great revivals which 
during the past decade have followed 
upon this unknown Scot’s preaching in 
East Central Europe. James Stewart 
was born in poverty in Glasgow. Be- 
fore his sixth birthday he had his “job.” 
Following a brief schooling he was 
forced into the industrial life of the 
city. Meanwhile he developed athletic 
promise, and looked forward to a career 
as a professional football player. “One 
day,” he writes, “I was ‘chaired’ by a 
crowd to the door of our home.’ (I shall 
never forget it!) My mother looked sad 
and disappointed but said nothing. 
‘What’s wrong with you, Mother?’ I 
asked. ‘The crowds are enthusiastic, 
and why can’t you be, too?’ Her eyes 
looked into mine. ‘I offered you to God 
for an evangelist, Jim, before you were 
born,’ she replied. ‘It was never for

this that He gave you to me.’ What I 
answered her in anger I only wish I 
could forget.” 

Under the preaching of a visiting re- 
vivalist, Stewart came later to such con- 
viction of sin that, as he said, “I could 
not kick the ball straight.” His young 
life was revolutionized. Buying him- 
self a megaphone he began to preach in 
every street in his neighborhood. The 
crowds coming from football would 
pause to listen. His employer who 
valued him as a worker objected to his 
spending his free time thus. “You must 
give up your preaching,” he said. “You 
can be a quiet Christian.” That was just 
what young Stewart could not’ be.- He 
gave up his job instead. After witnessing 
for almost four years at the markets 
and the races, on the quays and the 
street corners, he knew that it gave 
the best dividends for time and eternity. 
Thereafter he preached far and wide 
through Scotland and England. 

A young Norwegian, passionately con- 
cerned for his countrymen, turned Stew- 
art’s attention toward the Continent. He 
began sending money to. isolated 
workers there. Then came a clear call 
to go himself. He was evangelizing in 
the Orkneys, and had spent a night in 
earnest prayer. At 4 A. M. he went out 
and strolled up and down the rocky 
shore, in communion with God. There 
the’ Almighty spoke to him, laid His 
hand upon him, and gave him the vision 
which he has followed ever since. He 
was to carry the Gospel to the rest of 
Europe across the water, and to begin 
with the Russian nation. “Where, Lord?” 
he asked. “Start from Riga,” the Voice 
replied. “How can I speak,” he argued, 
“seeing I don’t know the languages?” 
“I will provide you with interpreters,” 
came clear the divine promise. Without 
telling any but his most intimate friends 
of the proposed venture, and without 
appealing to man for help, he set out, 
and found God meeting his need at 
every step. 

He arrived in Riga in the heart of the 
Russian winter of 1931, knowing nobody 
there except Pastor Fetler, and him only 
by reputation. He was invited to give 
a ten-minute address in the Temple, 
where a seven-day conference was be- 
ing held. When the seven days were up, 
Stewart was urged to carry on. Actu- 
ally the visit lengthened into five 
months. “It was there that God’s young 
servant from Scotland got the seal of 
his calling, for an awakening of the 
Holy Ghost took place that humbled him 
to the dust. The big Central Hali of 
the Salvation Temple, holding upward 
of 1,200, was packed out day after day 
and night after night, people continu- 
ously coming and going in relays, often 
not breaking up until the small hours 
of the morning.’ The little prayer tower 
that crowns the Temple building was 
never yacant those days. Hurtdreds 
knelt in deep contrition at the foot of 
the platform. There was an awful sense 
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of Ged’s presence everywhere. Minis- 
ters were afraid to take part. ‘I often 
felt, myself,’ says Stewart, ‘that I wanted 
to join the seekers along the penitent 
form. There was no time to prepare 
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messages. I was literally thrown on my 
God. He gave me messages just as I 
stood up to speak — wonderful messages 
for all classes of people.’”

Bible Reading in 
Minnesota Schools: 


In your issue of January 18 I found an 
interesting item under “Notes on Open 
Letters.” 
where Bible reading im schodls is per- 
mitted, also the States where it ,is pro- 
hibited. - 

Permit me to make 4a ‘correction* in this 
list.. Minnesota permits’ Bible reading in 
the public schools by decision of the State 
Supreme Court some fourteen or fifteen 
years ago. For many.years it was for- 
bidden by rulings of the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the State, some lower court de- 
cisions, and finally by.ruling of the State 
Commissioner of Education. The. minis- 
terial association in a city in the northern 
part of the State decided to’ challenge 
these rulings. Sa they got permission to 
Place .the Bible in all: the schools of the 
city of Virginia, Minn. This permission 
was given by the local school board. They 
also urged the teachers to read portions 
of the Bible in school. Court action was 
soon brought by one of the citizens of 
Virginia, Minn. But the District Judge 
handed down a decision in favor of the 
Bible. Appeal was promptly made to the 
State Supreme Court. The. Supreme 
Court confirmed the decision of the Dis- 
trict Judge. Thus Minnesota was opened 
to Bible reading in its public schools, and 
the previous rulings on this subject by 
various courts and State authorities were 
permanently annulled. 


The list to which the Minnesota reader 
refers was published in the special Bible 
Study Number of Tue SunpAy ScHOooL 
Times, the issue of January 18. It had been 
kindly furnished by Ward W. Keesecker, 
Specialist in School Legislation, of the 
United States Office of Education, Wash- 
ington, D..C. The-names of the States 
were given under four headings, show- 
ing. those States where the law requires 
Bible reading, where the law specifically 
permits Bible reading, where Bible read- 
ing is permitted under the general terms 
of the law or by, reason of its silence, 
and where Bible reading is not permit- 
ted under the interpretation of the State 
constitution or statutes. Several letters 
from Minnesota were: received, among

I am glad to have your letter with re- 
spect to Bible reading in public schools, 
and I appreciate your calling my atten- 
tion to the fact that Minnesota permits 
Bible reading. This is in accordance with 
information at hand in this Office and I 
regret that the memorandum on legal 
status of Bible reading in public schools 
which we sent you sometime ago had 
Minnesota erroneously reported as forbid- 
ding Bible reading.

The Blood of Christ 


Please answer the question: Is the blood 
of Jesus now in Heaven?—A Massachu- 
setts reader. 


Since the Lord Jesus shed His blood 
for our sins on the cross, it seems evi- 
dent that His blood is not in Heaven. 
When He instituted the Lord’s Supper, 
He said, “This,cup is the new testament 
in my blood, which is shed for you” 
(Luke 22:20). This referred to His cru- 
cifixion, which was about to take place. 
When He was on the cross “one of the 
soldiers with a spear pierced his side, 
and forthwith came there out blood and 
water” (John 19:34). In his farewell 
address to the Ephesian elders Paul 
spoke of “the church of God, which he 
hath purchased with his own blood” 
(Acts 20:28). It seems reasonable to 
infer from such passages that He poured 
out His blood completely when He be- 
came man’s substitute. 

There: is still further light on the 
question ‘in the record of His meeting 
with the two disciples on the way to 
Emmaus. When they had entered the 
house and He was made known to them 
in the breaking of bread, they were 
afraid. But He said to them, “Behold 
my hands and my feet, that it is I my- 
self: handle me, and see; for a spirit 
hath not fiesh and bones, as ye see me 
have” (Luke 24:39). The Lord used a 
different expression, referring to human 
beings, at the time of Peter’s great con- 
fession. Then He said, “For flesh and 
blood hath not revealed it unto thee, 
but my Father which is in heaven” 
(Matt. 16:17).. Just as our Lord Jesus 
was sinless, so His use of language was 
faultless, for “never man spake like this 
man” (John 7:46). Thus we may under- 


stand that His resurrection body is with- 
out blood, but that it has flesh and bones.

FEW weeks ago a pastor to whom 

I talked in Berlin during the sum- 
mer of 1939 went to a German concen- 
tration camp. Besides his own work, 
this man was engaged in aiding the 
Christian non-Aryans, and at the time 
I talked to him he was aware that at 
any moment his work might be stopped 
and he interned. In spite of this, how- 
ever, he was resting in Christ in spirit, 
and was a dynamo of restless energy 
pushing forward the Lord’s work. Early 
and late he was working with God- 
given strength, saying with Paul, 
“Neither count I my life dear unto my- 
self, so that I might finish my course 
with joy, and the ministry, which I 
have received of the Lord Jesus, to tes- 
tify the gospel of the grace of God” 
(Acts 20:24). 

Another pastor with whom I talked 
also expected hourly to be arrested and 
taken away to the concentration camp, 
and he, too, was pursuing his Christian 
ministry in the face of this peril. He 
told of others who were suffering for 
Christ’s sake. Some were forbidden to 
leave their homes. Others could not 
go outside the limits of their commu- 
nities. Many more were not being al- 
lowed to preach, and some had not been 
allowed to present the Gospel publicly 
for several years. There were those who 
were in prison, and others who were in 
the concentration camp. He showed me 
a picture of a friend of his, a pastor in 
his early forties, and father of six chil- 
dren. Word had just come that he had 
died of “heart failure” in the camp. 


Praying for Christians in Russia 

The wife of this man with whom I 
talked was as staunch as he, and I shall 
never forget the glory of God and the 
beauty of Jesus Christ which shone in 
her face as she said to me: “As you 
pray for us, please do not forget to 
pray for the Christians in Russia. They 
are suffering far worse than we are.” 
Persecuted Christians in Germany 
linked hearts and hands and prayers 
with those in Russia. 

I asked this pastor if it weren’t pos- 
sible for Lim and his wife to leave 
Germany and the fearful tension and 
pressure under which they were living. 
He said: “We could go, but what would 
happen to our fellow Christians who are 
looking to us for encouragement and 
strength? We must stay for their sake. 
This is the place where Christ has put 
us.” With Paul they could say, “For 
I am ready not to be bound only, but 


The Apostle Paul wrote to the 
Philippians: “My bonds ‘in Christ 
are manifest in all the palace, and 
in all other places; and many of the 
brethren in the Lord, waxing con- 
fident by my bonds, are much more 
bold to speak the word without 
fear” (1:13, 14). In the same way 
today the brave testimony given by 
Christians in England and Europe 
and Asia, in ‘spite of untold suffer- 
ing, is a challenge to our faith and 
zeal. Dr. Hess is a Chicago pastor 
who writes from direct, .. personal 
knowledge of certain conditions in 
Germany.

In this article he 
tells of several witnesses for Christ 
in Germany, and gives a most inter- 
esting sidelight on the character of 
the famous pastor, Dr. Martin 
Niemoeller. : 








also to die at Jerusalem for the name 
of the Lord Jesus” (Acts 21:13). 

“How is the church in Germany since 
it has been restricted and persecuted?” 
I asked him. 

“We are not sorry for what: has hap- 
pened to us. Before, we had millions 
of members, but their attachment was 
largely formal. Few of them knew 
Christ as their Saviour and Lord, and 
few were living in fellowship with Him. 
Private prayer and Bible study were 
unusual, But now all is changed. While 
millions have left the church, and many 
churches have not kept true to Christ, 
there has come a revival of vital evan- 
gelical Christianity such as we have not 
had in a long time. Men, women, and 
young people are taking their stand for 
Christ and walking with Him day by 
day. They are praying and reading 
their Bibles. Nevér has Christ been 
as real to German Christians as He is 
today. Never has the true Church of 
Christ been as much alive as in this 
hour of her suffering.” 

Earnestly he took my hand and told 
me to tell the Christians of America to 
be true to Christ, the living Word, and 
to the Bible, the written Word of God. 

In every country where Christians are 
accepting persecution for Christ’s sake 
— Japan, Chosen (Korea), Russia, Ger- 
many, and elsewhere — Christianity has 
never been more alive. In every age 
when Christians have gladly faced “dun- 
geon, fire, and sword,” standing at the 
stake like John Huss of the fifteenth 





century, or being pelted with stones like 
Stephen of the first century, or fed to 
the lions in Rome’s Colosseum like the 
Christians of the second and third cen- 
turies, Christianity has been vital. What 
Christianity need fear is not persecu- 
tion, but patronage; not peril, but popu- 
larity. The Church of the Diocletian 
persecution, when every fiendish means 
was devised and used against the Chris- 
tians, was true and triumphant and 
growing, but the church of Constantine, 
scarcely twenty years later, was pros- 
trate at the feet of the world and spir- 
itually decadent. It was established, 
favored, and flourishing. Persecution 
purifies, but popularity perverts. 

Persecution inevitably brings about a 
separation. It is the refiner’s fire. There 
are those who choose “to enjoy the 
pleasures of sin for a season,” and there 
are others who choose “rather to suffer 
affliction with the people of God .-. . 
esteeming the reproach of Christ greater 
riches than the treasures” of this world 
(Heb. 11:25, 26). 

The saints of God have never been 
closer to Him and His witness, never 
as active in the world, as when they 
suffered “bonds and imprisonment . . . be- 
ing destitute, afflicted, tormented” (Heb. 
11:36, 37). The world has never been 
worthy of them, but the world crucified 
their Saviour, “the Lamb of God, which 
taketh away the sin of the world” (John 
1:29). 


Miracles of Grace in Prison 


Some of the greatest miracles of grace 
and songs of praise have come from 
prison and concentration camp. The 
ambassadors of the risen Lord in those 
first post-Pentecost days alternated be- 
tween preaching and prison. No author- 
ities in Jerusalem, religious or political, 
could keep the mouths of men shut 
whose lives were under the direction of 
the Holy Spirit. Once and for all time 
Peter gave the Christian answer to the 
world’s demand to disown his Lord by 
silence: “We ought to obey God rather 
than men” (Acts 5:29). 

Paul and Silas were praying and sing- 
ing praises in the Philippian prison 
when the earthquake came, and the 
jailer voiced the cry of a lost humanity 
captive to sin when he asked, “Sirs, 
what must I do to be saved? And they 
said, Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved, and thy house” 
(Acts 16:30, 31). 

Because he was “in prisons more fre- 
quent” and went to Rome as a prisoner, 
Paul calls himself, “the prisoner of Jesus 
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Christ for you Gentiles,” “the prisoner 
of the Lord,” “Paul the aged, and now 
also a prisoner of Jesus Christ” (Eph. 
3:1; 4:1; Philem. 9; 2 Tim. 1:8). In 
writing the Romans, Colossians, and to 
Philemon, he refers to the fellowship 
of other prisoners who love the Lord, 
and the greetings they send. They are 
his “fellowprisoners” (Rom. 16:7; Col. 
4:10; Philem, 23). 

“Pilgrim’s Progress,” 1 used of God to 
bless multitudes, was written by the 
tradesman John Bunyan during his 
twelve-year stay in Bedford jail.

A German refugee now in Amer- 
ica, who was for a time in the same 
camp with Pastor Niemoeller, told me 
that the pastor’s witness for Christ was 
responsible for his transfer to a private 
cell over which were the words, “Private 
Prisoner of Der Fiihrer.” 
of his Christian testimony was so per- 
vasive that his guards had to be changed 
every few days or they were converted 
by contact with him. Paul was a pris- 
oner of Rome, but he was a prisoner of 
Jesus Christ; pastors today in the con- 
centration camps are prisoners of the 
Reich, but first of all they are prisoners 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. /

Why We Need Trained Teachers —| 


How the Bible, church history; and results 


all prove its importance 


ere.

LITTLE chap who had been to the 

circus was greatly impressed by the 
tricks of the performing animals, and, 
asking why they were able to do so 
many stunts, was told that it was be- 
cause they were trained animals. Fall- 
ing ill a little later, this lad was very 
interested in learning that he was to 
have the care of a trained nurse. When 
she entered his room he asked, “Are 
you really a trained nurse?” “Yes,” 
came the reply. “Then,” said the boy, 
“let me see you do some tricks.” He had 
yet to learn that a nurse’s training pro- 
vided her with knowledge and skill, 
rather than with a bag of tricks. 

In Sunday school work one can use 
“tricks,” — ingenious schemes for in- 
creasing attendance and arousing inter- 
est. These may have their value, but 
they cannot be made a substitute for 
consecrated knowledge and skill in Bible 
teaching. And to impart such knowledge 
and skill the training of teachers is 
necessary. It is an accepted thing that 
people must be trained before they can 
effectively work in a trade or profession. 
The untrained dabbler in the art of 
healing is a menace. The untrained ap- 
plicant for a teaching position in our 
public schools would receive no consid- 
eration. And yet in the greatest of all 
tasks, the teaching of the Word of God, 
there is still reluctance to admit the 
need of training. 

The church lags behind sadly in the 
matter of trained efficiency in its teach- 
ing ministry. This is partly due to the 
realization by Christian people that 
training is not the basic requisite for 
teaching the Bible. In this work we 
aré on a plane different from the natu- 
ral. Spiritual things can only be spir- 


itually discerned, and spiritual results 
are not obtainable by natural powers, no 
matter how skillful they may have been 
made by training. It is “not by might, 
nor by power, but by my spirit, saith 
the Lord.” For Sunday school teaching 
some things are more important than 
training. Teacher training is no substi- 
tute for the great spiritual requisites of 
conversion, consecration, and sound 
Christian character. To be a Christian 
teacher a person must first be a Chris- 
tian, a converted person. Moreover, such 
a one must be so devoted to Christ as 
to delight to consecrate himself to Christ 
and His service. Where these things 
exist, there are still other things for 
which teacher training can be no substi- 
tute. A life of prayer and the infilling 
of the Holy Spirit are continually nec- 
essary for a truly spiritual ministry in 
teaching God’s Word. Without these, 
mere ability and training may become 
a snare, while scant ability and slight 
training, with prayer and the Spirit’s 
infilling, can be very effective. Yet when 
we have said this it remains true that 
God works through human instruments, 
and the better the instrument we can 
offer Him, the better work He can do 
with it, — other things being equal. And 
teacher training is a means of bettering 
the instrument. 

One reason why some evangelical 
schools have been unwilling to use some 
of the training courses for Sunday school 
teachers is that some of these courses 
have lacked in evangelical outlook and 
conviction. Some have been tainted 
with unorthodox teaching, or have at 
least made undue concessions to liberal 
views of the Bible and of teaching the- 
ory and method. But today, ‘with so 
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many sound Bible institutes throughout 
the land, and with the fine Preliminary 
Teacher Training Course of the Evan- 
gelical Teacher Training Association 1! 
available for use in the local church, 
there is no longer any need for Gospel- 
loving workers to hold aloof from the 
Teacher Training Movement for lack of 
sound courses. 

There is Biblical authority, too, for 
teacher training. Paul, in 2 Timothy 2:2, 
says: “The things that thou hast heard 
of me ... the same commit thou to 
faithful men, who shall be able to teach 
others also.” Not only men faithful, but 
men able in the work of teaching are 
here seen as a necessity in upbuilding 
the church. And though ability. in 
teaching goes back to natural and spir- 
itual gifts, the development of such gifts 
requires training. 

The chief reason for the teacher train- 
ing class in every church is that teach- 
ing -is so important in the Christian 
church. We see this in the New Testa- 
ment, where Christ Himself appears giv- 
ing Himself in -His- earthly ' ministry 
largely to the work of teaching. We 
see-it in the Great Commission, with its 
command to teach the Christian converts 
to observe all Christ had taught. All 
Paul’s evangelistic ministry was supple- 
mented with continual follow-up teach- 
ing. And as Paul draws near the end 
of his work he is concerned that faithful 
and able men should carry on the min- 
istry of Christian teaching. 

Church history also witnesses to the 
importance of teaching in the work of 
the church. It was the gradual failure 
of the church to teach God’s Word that 
brought on the dark ages and the papal 
corruptions. It was a revival of Bible 
teaching by the Reformers that brought 
Protestantism into being, and it was a 
return to a strong teaching ministry un- 
der the Jesuits that: kept the Roman 
Church from completely losing out to 
Protestantism. There never has been a 
strong church, pure and spiritual, where 
the ministry of Bible teaching has fallen 
into neglect. Wise, consecrated, contin- 
ual teaching of the Word is a prime 
necessity ‘for the survival and growth 
of Christianity. The church cannot live 
without teaching. And teaching re- 
quires able, as well as willing, workers. 
Al! this being so, the training of Bible 
teachers is basic to the health and 
growth of the church. 


What a strong program of teacher 
training can do in an evangelical de- 
nomination is illustrated in the case of 
the Southern Baptist Convention. At 
the turn of the century this Christian 
body began to push teacher training in 
its Sunday schools./ Today, the Sunday 
School Board ofthis denomination is 
doing an immense publishing business,

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Nevertheless, regular colportage work 
and house-to-house visitation continued, 
with only a relatively brief interrup- 
tion during the months of May and June. 
Evangelistic campaigns were also held 
in the mission halls in several places. 

A report of literature distribution, for- 
warded to Philadelphia by Dr. Vansteen- 
berghe, shows that the number of whole 
‘Bibles sold during 1940 was nearly as 
great as during 1939, and the total of 
Scripture and Gospel literature distri- 
bution since the beginning of the work 
passed the 16,000,000 mark. The pub- 
lication of our two Gospel papers in 
French and Flemish, Notre Espérance 
and Onze Hoop (both meaning “Our 
Hope”), ceased at the outbreak of the 
war and has not been resumed. Latest 
reports tell of an edition of 20,000 Gos- 
pels of John just issued, and of efforts 
to have-10,000 copies of the whole Bible 
printed in Brussels to replenish the now 
exhausted supply. 

The ‘war opened up a new avenue of 
service in the way of refugee work, 
which was carried on extensively in 
Brussels and in several other posts dur- 
ing the months of May and June. It 
is impossible to give any exact figures 
for the number of refugees helped, but 
it is safe to say that many hundreds re- 
ceived food and lodging on the premises 
of the Mission at a time when they 
were in desperate need of such assist- 
ance. In Brussels we were able to take 
names and addresses of several hundred 
who passed through our refugee center 
there, and, when the time came for their 
return to their homes, many of them 
were visited by our workers in an effort 
to follow up the spiritual witness which 
had already been given. We know of 
some whose hearts were turned to the 
Lord as a result of this testimony, and 
we believe that many others were 
touched by the Gospel message. 

On account of war conditions it was 
not possible to have the accounts in 
Brussels audited as in former years. The 
Annual] Financial Report accompanying 
this article gives, in two separate sec- 
tions, the figures of the American Board 
of Trustees and those from the Brussels 
headquarters. 

As we look back over the year and see 
in what marvelous ways God has under- 
taken for the Mission, we can only say 
with Dr. Vansteenberghe, in one of his 
recent letters, that “the year 1940 was 
a year of grace!” In anticipating the 
war it had seemed that missionary ac- 
tivity in Belgium might be completely

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Why We Need Trained Teachers

and teacher training is a large part of 
its activity, with over 100,000 credits be- 
ing awarded every year for teacher 
training work. Coincident with this 
emphasis on a stronger teaching minis- 
try this body has forged ahead to a 
place of leadership among Protestant 
groups. 

From the statistics of the Sunday 
School Board of the Southern Baptist 
Convention there has come an interest- 
ing example of comparative results in 
a study of two groups of their churches, 
one of which pressed teacher training, 
and the other neglected it. The com- 
parison is made over the period from 
1931 to 1938. Group 1 consisted of 106 
churches with a total membership of 
14,203, Group 2 consisted of 100 churches 
whose membership totaled 15,030. The 
two groups were thus of about equal 
strength. During the years 1931 to 1938 
within the churches of Group 1 there 
were issued 7,924 teacher training 
awards,. but in the same period Group 
2 issued only 654 such awards. Now 
observe the following comparative state- 
ment of statistics pertaining to each 
group.

That other factors would exercise a 
control beside the factor: of teacher 
training must be recognized, but these 
are startling figures in favor of teacher 
training. The growth of the schools and 
churches that trained their teachers was 
far in advance of the group that fell 
down on training, far in advance all 
along the line. 

This is no isolated example. Many 
similar illustrations of the tonic effect 
of a strong teacher training program 
maintained over the years can be found 
in the history of Southern Baptists dur- 
ing this century. The lesson seems to 
be that those Protestant bodies that will 
produce trained men of orthodox faith, 
and of glowing heart, men with a pas- 
sion for souls, and a spirit of sacrifice 
who wiil form classes and schools ‘to 
train people to teach the Word, — that 
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such churches will become dynamic, 
growing, spiritual forces. 

For the individual Christian too there 
is food for thought here. We have ad- 
mitted that a conversion issuing in con- 
secration to Christ for pure love of Him 
is basic to any Christian service. But 
if we have thus found Christ, if we are 
thus devoted to Him, shall we not de- 
sire to give Him the very bést we can? 
If in love to Christ we give ourselves 
to teach the things of Christ to others, 
should not that. love move us to seek out 
every possible means of making our- 
selves the best possible teachers we can 
be? He who is truly converted and 
deeply consecreted will welcome any 
training he car. take that will make him 


~ more effective for Christ. And that is 


what the right kind of teacher training 
will do for the Sunday school teacher. 
It helps us to give Christ better service 
than we could render untrained. So 
willingness to take training for the min- 
istry of teaching in the Sunday school 
is an indication that we sincerely love 
the Lord we would serve.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


UL’S second missionary journey 
was of quite a different character 


from the first one. Apparently 


there was not the same specific direction 


from the Lord that there had been be- 
fore. It was not the Holy Spirit this 
time who directly called Paul and Bar- 
nabas to go forth once more on an evan- 
gelizing tour. Paul himself took the 
initiative. He suggested to Barnabas 
that they go again and visit their breth- 
ren in every city where they had 
preached before and see how they were 
progressing in the things of the Lord. 
Barnabas agreed, but insisted on taking 
John Mark, his relative, who had left 
them before. To this Paul would not 
agree. As they could not come to unity 
of mind, they parted company, Barna- 
bas going with Mark to Cyprus, and 
Paul, taking Silas as a companion, went 
throughout Syria and Cilicia, confirm- 
ing the churches. Revisiting Derbe and 
Lystra, Timothy joined the company at 
the latter place and was ever after a 
faithful colaborer with Paul, whom he 
served as a son with a father (Phil. 2: 
19-22). They went throughout Phrygia

and Galatia and then would have gone 
into the province of Asia (in which dis- 
trict the seven churches of Revelation 
1 to 3 were afterward located), but the 
Holy Spirit forbade. Bewildered, they 
went on to Mysia and were about to 
enter Bithynia when again the Spirit 
made it clear this was not the mind of 
God for that time. At last they reached 
the seaport city of Troas, which looked 
out across the A©gean Sea toward Eu- 
rope. Here Luke joined them (note his 
use of the pronouns “we” and “us” from 
this time on), and here Paul saw in 
vision the beckoning Macedonian plead- 
ing for help. And so we see the 
beginning of that great work which 
resulted in a Christianized Europe in 
the years to come. We today are in part 
the result of that early work in Mace- 
donia ! 


The Historical Setting 


It was a great step forward when the 
first missionary group set foot on Eu- 
ropean soil in the year A. D. 53 or there- 
abouts. While individual Christians may 
have carried the message personally to 
friends in other parts of Europe, this 
was the first definite missionary move- 
ment on that continent of which we 
have any record. It began in Philippi 
and soon spread throughout Macedonia 
and Achaia and other parts of Greece.

Verse by Verse 


Acts 16:6—‘“Forbidden of the Holy 
Ghost to preach the word in Asia.” This 
may seem like a strange prohibition, but 
God’s servants were directly under His 
orders and He had another plan in mind 
for them. Later they went into this very 
region and preached with great bless- 
ing (Acts 19:1-10), but the time for 
that had not yet come. It is all-impor- 
tant that the evangelist should be guided 
definitely by the Spirit as to time and 
place of service. 


Verse 7.—“Assayed to go into Bi- 
thynia: but the Spirit suffered them not.” 
A second time they planned to enter a 
field that they were not yet to enter 
and, as some old manuscripts say, “the 
Spirit of Jesus” hindered them. They 
were perplexed as to their path, but soon 
all was to be made plain. 


Verse 8—“Came down to Troas.”. 
Troas was a seaport city of considerable 
importance, on the coast of Mysia, bor- 
dering the Acgean Sea and connected 
commercially with Greece. Here Luke 
joined the company of missionaries, and 
it became the point of departure for a 
new forward movement in the great en- 
terprise of world-evangelization. 


Verse 9.—“Come over into Macedonia, 
and help us.” The vision of the man of 
Macedonia calling for help was the em- 
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bodiment, as it were, of the spiritual 
need of the people of that country. Ac- 
tually, steeped in sin and idolatry, they 
were quite unconscious of their true 
condition, but their spiritual poverty was 
that which constituted the call for help. 
As a rule, pagan peoples do not realize 
that they need the Gospel, but their state 
declares it. 


Verse 10.—‘We endeavoured to go into 
Macedonia.” Note Luke’s use of the 
plural “we.” From this verse on, 
throughout the rest of the Acts, he al- 
ways uses this pronoun when he is with 
Paul, and when, for any reason, he 
leaves the company temporarily, he 
writes “he” or “they.” Evidently Paul 
consulted the rest of the group after 
seeing the vision, and all concluded it 
was the Lord’s way of indicating that 
their next field of labor should be Mace- 
donia. 


Verse 11—‘We came with a straight 
course to Samothracia.” This is the 
island now known as Samothrace in the 
7Egean, midway between Troas and 
Neapolis, the part of Macedonia, only a 
short distance from Philippi, which was 
the capital city. 


Verse 12.—“Philippi ...a colony.” A 
Roman colony was a city in a foreign 
land ruled directly from Rome. Its free- 
men were all, at first, made Roman citi- 
zens, so it was a little Rome in the midst 
of another country. Paul uses this as an 
illustration of heavenly citizenship in a 
world of sinners, when writing to the 
Philippian believers in later years (Phil. 
3:20, 21. Conversation here is really 
citizenship). ° 

Verse 13.—“‘Spake unto the women.” 
At first the missionaries found no man 
of Macedonia waiting for them, but after 
some days they located a little group 
of women gathered for prayer at a Jew- 
ish meeting by the riverside. These 
wére doubtless Jewesses and proselytes 
to the Jewish faith, who felt the need 
of coming together to wait on God. To 
them Paul unfolded the Gospel which 
he was sent to proclaim to the world. 


Verse 14.—“Lydia . . . whose heart the 
Lord opened.” Their first convert in 
Europe was a woman of Asia. Thyatira, 
the home of Lydia, was in that province. 
This Gentile businesswoman was an ear- 
nest seeker after truth, and as Paul 
preached she realized he had the mes- 
sage for which her soul yearned. With- 
out any outward signs of special charac- 
ter, her heart was opened to the Word. 
She believed the Gospel and so was 
saved and thus became an out-and-out 
adherent of the new faith. 


Verse 15.—“If ye have judged me to 
be faithful to the Lord, come into my 
house, and abide.” Lydia was apparently 
the head of quite an establishment. She 
and her household were baptized as the 
first fruits of the European mission, and 
she graciously offered her home as a 
place of entertainment for Paul and his

The Heart of the Lesson 


He who has commissioned His serv- 
ants to go into all the world with the 
Gospel message can be depended upon 
to guide His workers as to their respec- 
tive fields of labor, if there be but de- 
pendence upon Himself and readiness 
to obey His leading. He opens doors 
and none can shut them. He closes 
and none can open (Rev. 3:7). It means 
much to be in such intimate fellowship 
with Him that His voice can be heard 
and thus each laborer shall be directed 
in the special work he ought to do, and 
in regard to the proper field of service, 
at any given time. We read, “The meek 
will he guide in judgment: and the 
meek will he teach his way” (Psa. 25:9).

Guidance by Dreams and Visions. In 
the days of old, before God had vouch- 
safed to man a complete revelation of 
His mind and will as set forth in the 
Bible as a whole, He often spoke to 
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His servants in dreams and visions. He 
may, upon occasion, do so still, but His 
ordinary method is to direct them by 
His Spirit through the Word. While the 
Word may not speak in definite terms 
of all that perplexes us, it sets forth 
great principles which guide and in- 
struct, so that we may, if subject to 
the Spirit, learn what is consistent with 
His will and be warned against that of 
which He cannot approve. Note how 
dreams and the Word are put in contrast 
in Jeremiah 23:28. ‘ 


Lydia’s Conversion. It is well to re- 
member that all do not have the same 
type of conversion upon entering the 
Christian life. Paul himself was stricken 
to the ground and passed through a 
great spiritual crisis. Timothy was 
taught the Word of God from childhood 
and through it was made wise unto sal- 
vation. Lydia was an earnest seeker 
and when she heard the Gospel her 
heart was opened and she received it in 
simple faith, and so had, the assurance 
of salvation. She evidently knew noth- 
ing of such an experience as that of 
Paul, but her faith was just as genuine 
as his. .Even so today, God reveals 
Himself in many ways to different peo- 
ple, but all who believe the Gospel are 
saved, however different their approach: 
to it may be. 


The Man of Macedonia. It was in the 
prison, where they had been brutally 
beaten and cruelly incarcerated, that 
Paul and Silas found the “man” of Mace- 
donia, who, when awakened by the 
earthquake and moved by the grace of 
Paul as expressive of the goodness of 
God, realized his lost condition and fell 
down before them crying out, “What 
must I do to be saved?” To him the 
clear answer came, “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved.” 
As a result, his whole life was trans- 
formed, and his household brought to 
Christ.

Why Coatesville Is Christian.—Come 
over ... and help us (v. 9). This cry 
was not only a vision in the night, but 
a very real need in the day. It was 
Christianity’s first step toward a little 
city called Coatesville, even though at 
that time the place was only the camp 
of a savage on’the stream later called 
the Brandywine. Paul was on his way 
to America. 

“Come,” said the Vision. “Come over 

. . and help,” and not, “Come over and 
settle.” America is a Christian nation 
instead of a jungle of wild people, like 
dark Africa and unexplored Brazil, be- 
cause Paul and his party answered the 
call. 

You may remember when Moses went 
to Hobab and said in his best Hebrew, 
“Come along with us and we will do 
thee good,” Hobab replied in his best 
Midianite, “Nothing doing, Brother 
Moses.” But when Moses said, “Come 
and be eyes for us,” Hobab replied, 
“O. K., I'll be with you!” (Num. 10:29- 
31.) : 

When I have to deal with the fellow 
who does not believe in sending mis- 
sionaries to foreign lands, I take him to 
the shores of Asia Minor (as it used to 
be called) and let him look across the 
water to Europe. “Now, my brother, if 
Paul or some other missionary had not 
taken the Gospel into the West, what 
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sort of savage life would you be living?” 

“No comfortable home. No medical 
attention. Life insecure. Warring 
tribes, such as were found in American 
and African forests. As Czsar told us 
when we struggled over our Latin, ‘All 
Gaul is divided into three parts,’ and 
each one of the three was out to kill 
the other two if they could. And in 
England there were the Druids with 
their human sacrifices. Which of the 
sorry heathen tribes was your forebears’ 
tribe?” é 

This generally silences the “heathen 
at home” fellow. 


The Prayer Meeting.—On the sabbath 
we went... where prayer was wont to 
be made (v. 13). . It has always paid 
individual or nation to “remember the 
sabbath day, to keep it holy.” No one 
has ever gotten into trouble by hunt- 
ing up a place of worship on the Lord’s 
Day. Only one sort of people get to- 
gether for prayer meetings. The other 
sort give prayer meetings absent treat- 
ment. No salesman ever lost a sale be- 
cause of his prayer meeting habit. In- 
deed, such a habit puts a label on him. 
Not only that, but the Lord seems to 
make friends for the “prayer-meeting- 
goer.”

A lesson or so ago I mentioned Uncle 
Jake Kindleberger, such a_ successful 
salesman that commencing with the tra- 
ditional “shoestring” he has built up a 
great plant known as “The Model Paper 
Mill of the World.” In an essay on 
“Salesmanship” he puts down Paul as 
the greatest salesman ever in the world. 
Paul “sold” a new religion to a rather 
resistant world. In his essay Uncle Jake 
analyzes Paul’s method of getting- his 
“goods” to mirket. In our lesson -to- 
day we have one of the points that 
made Paul such a master salesman. 
(Acts 14:6, 19-21.) 

In our company I was the sales de- 
partment. The man on the road, I 
never lost a sale because of my church 
and prayer meeting habit. One of the 
finest orders I ever got was because 
one time in Toronto, on a Wednesday 
night, I went to a place “where prayer 
was wont to be made.” I was divinely 
guided to select the church where the 
buyer was an officer and the minister a 
door handshaker. There is a fine story

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back of this incident. I will write it 
some day for the Times. 


The Two Invitations—And she con- 
strained us (v. 15). The word “constrain” 
means “tight up against.” “Hold down 
(on) by force.” Some so-called “must” 
legislation at Washington a few years 
ago was of the “constrain” sort. 

There are two general kinds of per- 
sonal invitations. One the “Out-of-Po- 
liteness” invitaton and the other “We 
Really Want You” invitation. The “con- 
strained invitation,” I would call this 
second. 

“Mr. Ridgway, we would be glad to 
have you stay and take lunch with us.” 

“You are very kind, Mrs. Brown, but 
they will be expecting me at home.” 

That is the “O of P” invitation. 

“Ha, ha, Uncle Billy, now I’ve got you! 
You’ve just got to stay for lunch and 
take potluck. Give me that hat, and 
skin out of that coat and be comfort- 
able. No side-steppin’ !” 

That is the “W. R. W. Y.” invitation. 
You can call it the “U. A. I.” (Up against 
it) invitation if you prefer. (Heb. 13:2; 
Matt. 25:35.) 

Paul and his party got the U. A. I. 
from Lydia. And so it was a saleslady 
turned merchant who became the first 
Christian in Europe and an outstanding 
personage in the “World’s Best Seller.” 

The Christian traveling men have or- 
ganized themselves into a society called 
“The Gideons.” The Gideons are famous 
for putting thousands of Bibles into 
hotel bedrooms. If the Christian women 
sellers of purple and fine linen and other 
textiles should ever organize, they could 
call themselves the “Lydians,” and in 
lieu of the Gideon pitcher for an em- 
blem could use the yardstick or scissors. 
Either would make a pretty pin! At 
any rate, here you have an early ex- 
ample of that which I have noted for 
years. There is no free masonry equal 
to that which we get through our con- 
nection with the Lord Jesus. It is only 
at conventions of Christian people that 
homes are thrown open (in the prov- 
inces) for the entertainment of dele- 
gates. Secular affairs of the sort are 
always “self-entertaining.” This well- 
known fact alone is an unanswerable 
argument for Professor Doubts.

AY, fellows, perhaps the most uni- 

versally understood and observed 
signals of this modern age are the traffic 
lights—a red light for “Stop” and a 
green light for “Go.” With compara- 
tively rare exceptions car drivers are 
governed by them almost unconsciously. 
Driving along tHe highway or in the 
city traffic a man may be in animated 
conversation with his companion sitting 
beside him; coming to an intersection, 
an upward glance, red light, foot on the 
brake automatically —no pause or hesi- 
tation in the talking. Government by 
signals, as common as that. Millions 
are doing it every hour; it is the occa- 
sional failure that is advertised and 
makes us know the system is not fool- 
proof. 

Paul and Timothy — and later, Luke 
—as the diligent servants of Jesus 
Christ, carrying the Gospel to the out- 
side world, were operating on a system 
of signals much like our traffic signals, 
except that they were spiritual signals. 
They were clearly “Stop” and “Go.” 
Heading eastward in Galatia they would 
probably have gone right on into what 
is now known as Tibet and China. But 
the Holy Spirit gave them the “Stop” 
signal and when they turned in the other 
direction they were given the “Go” sign. 

Paul, wondering what next, in a vision 
saw the man from Macedonia, and heard 
him say, “Come over into Macedonia, 
and help us.” This brought the Gospel 
into Europe and the western world; and 
fellows, you may be thankful for that. 
You see, God had His plan to do this 
through Paul and his associates, and be- 
cause they watched for God’s signals 
and obeyed them promptly, no matter 
whether they liked it or not, Europe, 
and ultimately America, received the 
blessings of Christianity. 

Fellows, God’s signals are quite as 
available to you and me today as they 
were to His servants of old, if we watch 
for them and are willing to obey them. 
The signals may come in one way to 
one and in another way to another. 
There are “Stop” signals, and you don’t 
have to be very smart to see them. Stop 
anything you are doing that is not con- 
sistent with your profession as a Chris- 
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tian. Stop anything you would not like 
to be thinking or doing if the Lord 
Jesus Christ should suddenly appear be- 
side you. Do you get that? Are you 
willing to lay down your program for 
today right alongside that thought; and 
if it jars—change it? That would be 
observing the “Stop” signal. Then you 
will be ready for the “Go” sign; but 
you must dispose of that “Stop” sign 
before you can look for the “Go.” God 
wants only “going” servants who have 
surrendered everything in their lives — 
desires, friendships, plans that would 
keep them from being 100 per cent ef- 
fective. 

You may depend upon it that God in 
His own way will give you perfectly 
clear and unmistakable signals. You 
do not have to budge an inch until they 
come. If you are in honest doubt, that 
means wait and listen; it means watch 
and pray; and sooner or later, in His 
own good time, God will send you on 
your way rejoicing. (See Acts 8:39, last 
clause.) .

Such information is foundational. 


PupiL-CENTERED 


How may this lesson be applied to 
your pupils? What life problem is sug- 
gested here that would come within the 
experience of your own class? What is 
the desired result of such an analysis of 
life? How may this problem be. pre- 
sented so that it will bring about the 
desired result? Notice several examples: 


A lovely Christian woman entertains 
God’s people in her home (Acts 16:15). 


How do you show Christian hospitality - 


and kindness to your company? Girls, 
this includes your boy and girl com- 
panions as well as adult guests. 

Big blessings come from a little prayer 
meeting (Acts 16:13). Do you take your 
joys and your disappointments to the 
Lord in prayer? 

Witnesses of the Lord Jesus take ad- 
vantage of every opportunity (Acts 16: 
13). What is the. opportunity and need 
of witnessing for Christ in your locality, 
and among your associates? 


Problems similar to these are practical. 


CHRIST-CENTERED 

We find Christ on every page of the 
Book. Study each lesson until you meet 
Him there. 

How is Christ present in this lesson? 
Here we see a prepared pupil whose 
heart the Lord opened, a yielded teacher 
whose testimony the Lord used, and 
the Holy Spirit who illuminated the peo- 
ple, and glorified Christ (John 16:13, 14). 

To behold Christ is fundamental. 


“To Live Is CuristT” 


Last quarter we studied the power of 
the Holy Spirit in the lives of witnesses. 
This quarter we shall emphasize the 
“fruit of the Spirit,” attributes our Lord 
Himself implanted in believers through 
the Holy Spirit. How will you disclose 
to your girls the prime condition of 
fruit-bearing?

O YOU have trouble keeping order? 

There are several causes for dis- 
order in a class or department. We 
shall consider the first two today: (1) A 
leader without poise and dignity; (2) 
Lack of a real devotional opening serv- 
ice and atmosphere of worship. 


THE Rush METHOD . 


Teacher rushes in just at the moment 
of opening, or maybe a little late, 
breathless and hurried. She grabs a 
songbook, and speaks sharply to the 
children: “Sit down, and keep still. 
We're late now, and we’ve got to get 
started.” -She gives out the first song 
she thinks of, and away they go. Of 
course the children sense the rush and 
disorder in the leader’s mind and ac- 
tions, and they giggle and whisper. 


Contrast this with the teacher who 
has spent a quiet time with the Lord, 
who arrives ten or fifteen minutes early 
so as to have everything in order, and 
who has appropriate hymns chosen be- 
fore the service begins. She greets each 
child by name as he or she comes in, and 
right on the minute begins the service. 


THE “Pep” METHOD 


This school opens with four or five 
motion songs, much clapping of hands, 
and hilarity. Even the prayer brings 
no solemnity, for the children are so 
excited over all the action that the little 
boys punch each other and the little 
girls giggle even while the leader prays.

But I have been in another school 
where the leader opened the service by 
saying, “Children, this is God’s house. 
Let us all bow our heads and close our 
eyes and ask God to bless us in our serv- 
ice today.” After this prayer, a devo- 
tional hymn was sung. Children can 
easily learn them; and they love them. 
Try teaching them, “My Jesus, I Love 
Thee,” or, “Holy, Holy, Holy.” With 
this start, the children are quiet and 
reverent. Bring in some motion songs, 
not more than two, later in the opening 
service, to rest the children from sit- 
ting, but choose even these songs wisely.

Do you look for something to do for 
the Lord? The love of our hearts for 
the Lord Jesus Christ is shown by our 
desire to serve. How often people say 
they cannot afford to entertain preachers 
or missionaries. You cannot afford not 
to have them in your home. Lydia 
didn’t know Paul was the great apostle 
to the Gentiles. He was just a poor 
traveling preacher.

ID you bring your pictures of what 

kind of building your lives should 
be? I wonder if anyone put in the foun- 
dation. What other parts did you plan 
for your building? Who do you think 
are good helpers in making a good 
building? There is something, however, 
more important than good workmen. 
(Show an architect’s blueprint, or house 
plans from some newspaper or maga- 
zine. Discuss the purpose of such plans, 
and lead the children to understand 
their importance in a satisfactory build- 
ing.) Where do we get God’s drawings 
of satisfactory life plans? It is a Book 
with word pictures—the Bible. Are 
you looking at God’s plans every day? 
Do you talk with Him every day about 
the building problems that come up in 
your life? 

In Paul’s letter to the quarreling Cor- 
inthian friends, he said something about 
feeding them milk instead of meat. 
Why? They were not grown-up Chris- 
tians yet; if they were quarreling, they 
were baby Christians. On that score are 
you still a baby Christian? Or have you 
been trying to grow up? What boy, of 
Junior age, had the record for growing 
up perfectly? (Luke 2:52.) He had 
younger brothers and sisters to get along 
with peaceably, too, so He can appre- 
ciate your difficulties. 

Even such good friends as Paul and 
Barnabas had a disagreement when they 
made their plans for the second mis- 
sionary trip. I don’t know that they 
actually quarreled about it, but, anyway, 
neither. thought it right to give in. So 
they agreed to differ, and the result was 


two missionary trips at once instead of 
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only one. John, will you be prepared 
to tell the class next Sunday about the 
cause of their disagreement, and how it 
was settled? ‘You will find the story in 
Acts 15:36-41. 

Paul found another new helper in one 
of the churches he had started on the 
first trip. Stuart, will you find for next 
Sunday who he was in Acts 16:1-3? 
Later, Paul wrote him two letters. There 
is a slight difference in the spelling of 
the name. In the second letter read 

+ and 3:14, 15 to find\more about 
his family and boyhood, and how Paul 
loved him. Perhaps you will also mem- 
orize Paul’s advice to him. in 2:15 and 
recite it next Sunday. 

After Paul and his helpers had visited 
the churches already started, Paul had 
his plans for going to certain other 
places. But his plans were not God’s 
plans, and somehow God kept him from 
going. There seemed to be “red lights” 
in every direction he planned to go. In 
the meantime another worker joined the 
party, the one who wrote the Books of 
Luke and the Acts. Who was he? We 
can know when Luke is in the story 
because he says “we” instead of “they.” 

Some of you probably know why Paul 
and his friends went to Europe. If you 
do not, Oliver will tell us next week 
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from Acts 16:9-12. He will be able to 
show us from the map that the places 
mentioned are in Europe. Do you know 
who the first Christian in Europe was? 
She was a businesswoman, but she 
wasn’t too busy to go to prayer meet- 
ing on the Sabbath. You will all’ get 
acquainted with her when you study the 
lesson. 

Other interesting things happened 
in Europe. There was a girl who could 
tell fortunes. Paul and one of his friends 
were put into prison because they helped 
her. Who will prepare that story? It 
is found in Acts 16:16-24. But they got 
out of prison in a strange way, and 
someone was saved (Acts 16:25-40). 
Who will report on that? Paul and his 
friends kept on southward, preaching in 
a number of cities. 

But I shall ask you to read only one 
more incident—why Luke praised . the 
people of Berea (Acts 17:10, 11). It was 
on this same trip that Paul came: to 
Corinth and stayed a year and a half. I 
am giving Esther a list of the questions 
and stories on which you are to report 
next Sunday.. She will be the teacher 
and conduct the first part of the class 
period. It will be a good class if you 
all help by having your part well pre- 
pared.

O MEAGER is the information per- 
mitted to pass the mail censors, that 
it is not possible to know the whole 
story of what is going on in the Chris- 
tian churches in the warring countries 
of Europe. But the news that does get 
through by means of those permitted to 
leave and by means of letters presents 
a dark picture, lit here and there by 
gleams of real hope and heroism. 
Sometimes strange contrasts are seen 
in the news. For instance, it is claimed 
that, in Germany, during the past year, 
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200,000 more Bibles were sold than 
copies of “Mein Kampf,” and this in spite 
of the fact that every newly married 
couple is presented with a copy of “Mein 
Kampf.” On the other hand, from East- 
ern Poland word comes of a famine of 
the Scriptures. In one instance, two 
hundred villagers had only one copy of 
the. Bible and this was passed around 
from family: to family and brought to 
the gatherings of the group On Sundays, 
so that it might be used in religious 
services. It -was-found that .individuals 
in this group knew not merely Bible 
verses but whole chapters. * One ‘had 
committed the entire Book of Psalms to 
memory. ‘

In Russia,.the Soviet Government has 


for a long while done:-évetything pos- , 


sible to discourage the preaching of the 
Gospel and to prevent the -distribution 
of the Bible and Christian,-literature. 
One favorite means’ of discouragement 
is for the local authorities to comman- 
deer a church building., Then, when the 
congregation protests and seeks permis- 
sion -to use the building, an: exorbitant 
rental fee,’ which is utterly impossible 
for the congregation, .is assessed.

In Nazi Germany the state church’ has 
been brought under fhe control of the 
government. Pastors who have refused 
to proclaim Nazi principles -from, their 
pulpits have been sent*to ‘concentration 
camps and their places’ have been filled 
with men who have sold their allegiance 
to the government. Pastor Niemoeller 
is one of those who has refused to bow 
the knee to Baal, and although freed 
by the courts has been kept in a concen- 
tration camp by the Nazi leaders be- 
cause he has said that God, not Hitler, 
is his Fiihrer. Some have been beaten, 
athers have been shot. 

In Spain; the Franco Government ‘has 
given free curse to the Roman Catholic 


’ Church and has, either directly or in- 


directly, ‘Sought to suppress all evan- 
gelical Christian efforts. The Bible is 
a forbidden- book. Four-fifths of. the 
Protestant churches have been closed 
and two-thirds of the workers have been 
shot, imprisoned, or exiled. Neverthe- 
less, although torn and scattered, Chris- 
tian believers are standing firm, meeting 
in secret and hiding away to read, be- 


hind closed doors, Scripture portions,» 
Testaments, and Bibles, knowing that it _ 
means imprisonment if_a Bible is found - 


in their possession.

Gospel continues. But, of course, no 
public utterance can be made against 
the Nazi régime that has fastened itself 


upon these countries. In all of these> 
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lands, however, there is great hardship 
among believers, The difficulty of ob- 
taining food and the high costs of living 
have imperiled health and _ strength. 
The dislocation of great masses of people 
as they have either fled before the in- 
vaders or been transplanted by the plans 
of Germany and Russia for a “new or- 
der in Europe,” has created great hard- 
ship. In many instances on short notice, 
sometimes scarcely more than twenty- 
four hours, families have had to leave 
their homes and friends and journey 
hundreds of miles to other couritries or 
locations designated by the government. 
In addition to this, pastors and Christian 
workers have. been conscripted into the 


_army, and congregations have been 


broken up by the large numbers of men 
called to the colors, 
ee 

Even in England the war has brought 
great hardship on Christian ‘congrega- 
tions and individuals. The necessity of 
holding religious services at irregular 
times due to air raids and blackouts 
has made the work difficult. Naturally 
many. of the’ men are absent helping 
defend their land. Sunday schools have 
been broken up by the movement of 
large groups of childrén into the coun- 
try or out of the land entirely into Can- 
ada and America. Churches have been 
destroyed by bombs. The heavy drain 
of the war upon the finances of the 
country has not made it easy for the 
Christian churches. 


Nevertheless encouraging reports also 
come from stricken Europe. In most 
cases, the testimony is that , believers 
have been strengthened and fortified in 
their faith. They have learned, through 
privation and persecution, deeper fel- 
lowship and greater dependence upon 
God. While there has been no great 
mass turning of unbelievers, there are 
many_reports of some whose hearts have 
been touched and won for Christ 
through the individual faithful witness- 
ing of believers. All too often, how- 
ever, unbelievers have been embittered 
by the terrible sufferings and privations 
through which they have had to go, and 
they have said: “If there is a God, why 
does He permit this to happen to our 
land?” ;

Europe needs our prayers and our 
help, . Reports are that, to Holland, Bel- 
gium,, France, Switzerland, Czechosio- 
vakia; and Bulgaria, funds from America 
are getting through to Christians who 
desperately need our support to carry 
on in:these daxk days. 

Pray for European believers that they 
may be kept from physical harm and 
danger. 

Pray that believers may be strength- 
ened and emboldened to witness for 
Christ in the midst of privation and 
suffering. 

Pray for unbelievers-that there may 
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be a great awakening, and that the hor- 
rors and terrors of war may not harden 
their hearts but may cause them to cry 
to God for help and salvation. 

Pray that this war in so far as is pos- 
sible may be brought to a speedy end 
and that the day may soon come when 
the Prince of Peace Himself will usher 
in a lasting and righteous peace upon 
this war mad world.

Wade Smith’s Big Bass 


To the Editor: 

Bass season is closed here now (since 
March 15) so I was out this week fishing 
for bream and speckled perch, which are 
not included in the ban. I had a six- 
ounce split-bamboo rod, automatic reel, and 
a fine, light, silk line with small hook, 
baiting with tiny perch. I felt a heavy 
tug on the line which bore all the signs 
of a bass strike; so I let him have about 
fifty feet of line before he stopped to turn 
the perch in his mouth and swallow it 
headforemost. Then I gave the line a lit- 
tle jerk to set the hook and the fight 
began. 

It lasted fully fifteen minutes, for you 
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see my tackle was very light and there 
was imminent danger of losing it, or hav- 
ing the rod broken, and I did not want 
that to happen. He doubled the rod into 
the shape of an inverted U many times. 
Twice in spite of my best efforts he went 
under the boat, wrapping the end of the 
rod around the boat bottom before I could 
relieve the tension by ramming the rod 
straight down into the water and at the 
same time letting off line. After a long, 
hard fight, during which he circled the 
boat three times, he finally allowed me to 
lead him gently to the boat’s side and 
there lay, limp and fagged out, while I 
slipped my fingers under his gills and thus 
lifted him into the boat. The small hook 
was imbedded in the bony part of his lip; 
and oh, boy, he was tired! I was quite 
ready to take a few long breaths myself, so 
for a moment as he lay there quietly at 
my feet we both just looked at each other. 
He was 23 inches long and weighed 8 Ibs. 
2 oz. I could never have captured him 
with such a small line and hook if it 
had not been for the flexibility of that 
rod. I have been told that a_ skillful 
angler can land even a larger fish than 
this with a spool of cotton thread if his 
rod is right. 

Do.you know, I beiieve a rod like that 
is a pretty good illustration of a disciple 
whom the Lord can really use. He bends 
but does not break. He hangs on until 
the thing is accomplished. 

But it was “closed season” on bass, and 
of course I could not keep him; he must 
be returned to the water, so I put him in 
the fish box for the night so I could get 
a good picture of him next morning. The 
picture is enclosed herewith. We hada 
sort of little ceremony in liberating the 
bass, after the picture was made. I fast- 
ened a little tag to his dorsal fin, named 
him “Onesimus” (Philem. 10 and 15) and 
placed him in the shallow water in the 
white sand at the edge of the lake. For 
a moment he lay there on his side per- 
fectly still, seeming not to realize he was 
free. He had almost gotten used to his 
bonds. I poked him a little, saying, “‘Get 
thee hence, Onesimus, to thine accustomed 
place.” He flipped his tail a time or two, 
got his back up, and slowly made his way 
to the deeber water. Then suddenly he 
realized the situation, and with a flash of 
spray from that powerful tail darted out 
of sight—Wade C. Smith, Florida.

It expresses the aim of the Gid- 
eons in supplying the men of the Army 
and Navy with copies of the New Tes- 
tament and Psalms, 

President R. G. LeTourneau will be 
the principal speaker at the dedication 
of a very large number of Testaments 
in the Grand Rapids Civic Auditorium, 
Sunday afternoon, July 27. 
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pass a huge rock called “Pompey’s Pil- 
lar,” which was discovered by the Lewis 
and Clark Expedition en route home 
from the Pacific Coast in 1806. The 
rock is two hundred feet high, and some- 
thing less than a mile in area on the 
top. Captain William Clark climbed the 
side of it and inscribed his name and 
date. Many years ago the Northern Pa- 
cific Railway, which passes near by, 
covered the carving with a metal screen 
to prevent anyone from damaging it.

With the New Books 











Good News in Color. Prepared by Mrs. 
E. Templeton. (To be had from the 
author, Bunker Hill Mission, 628 W. 
First St., Los Angeles, Calif., 5 cents each 
or 55 cents a dozen.) An idea somewhat 
similar to the well-known “wordless 
book” has been enlarged into a booklet 
which can be effectively used as a tract 
in personal work, evangelistic meetings, 
and work with children and young peo- 
ple. Inside of a bright, attractive cover, 
gold colored, is a black sheet, and 
printed in silver are suitable Bible verses 
on sin, with a line in large type at the 
bottom, “Black stands for sin.” The 
second page is red, with verses on 
“Blood the Remedy.” The third page 
is snow-white, with verses on salvation 
and a form of decision for Christ. The 
next page is green, standing for growth. 
Here are given brief words of counsel 
for the young Christian and some Scrip- 
ture references on the subject of “trust- 
ing Christ for victory over sin.” Then 
follows a sheet in royal blue, represent- 
ing thanksgiving and victory, with ap- 
propriate verses. The last, which is the 
inside of the cover page, represents “gold 
for glory.” The booklet is pocket-size, 
and printed on fine heavy paper. 


The Eternal Glory of Christ. By 
George Douglas. (Zondervan Publishing 
House, Grand Rapids, Mich., $1.) It may 
not be amiss for this reviewer to tell 
of a personal experience. On his way to 
the office one morning he had with him 
two books which he had been reading. 
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One was the recent biography of Gen- 
eral Allenby by General Wavell, and the 
other was this book by Mr. Douglas. 
After reading for a time in the thrill- 
ing life story of the great man who lib- 
erated Palestine, he turned to the 
smaller book, which, in nine chapters, 
presents such a refreshing and heart- 
warming study of the glories of the One 
who made little Palestine the most im- 
portant land in all the world. The 
change was a relief, for while Allenby 
was indeed one of the world’s great ones, 
—an upright, conscientious, versatile 
master of the science of war, with great 
personal charm and many attainments, 
—yet, never man lived or spake like 
the Lord Jesus. 


As Mr. Douglas says, the revelation. 


of God in Christ “is the only one into 
which thought and heart can plunge 
with profound satisfaction and joy.” 
The author’s style is as clear as crystal, 
interspersed with subheadings and out- 
lines which are a real help to the 
reader, and frequent quotations of choice 
stanzas from well-known hymns and 
poems. The studies hold closely to ‘the 
Scriptures, and set forth the eternal 
glory of Christ, His manifested glory, 
the glories of His victory, His dominion, 
His high priesthood in Heaven, of His 
Second Coming, and of His pre-eminence 
above all others. There are illuminat- 
ing side lights on certain passages and 
great truths of Scripture, such as the 
author’s exposition of the three words 
used in the New Testament to describe 
the Second Coming of our Lord. There 
are -several summaries of the messages 
of certain books, as for example, Colos- 
sians, Philippians, and Ephesians. Mr. 
Douglas, who is pastor of Berachah 
Church in Philadelphia, has done well 
the task he set out to do, that is, to 
exalt the person and work of the Lord 


* Jesus Christ. 


In Galilee With the Galileans. By Har- 
riet Baldwin. (Fleming H. Revell Co., 
New York City, $2.) Many indeed have 
been the travel books about the country 
of Palestine, but to see a dramatic link- 
ing of stories which concern not the 
country but its people is something 
unique and fascinating. Actual people 
they are too, kindly and hospitable, sim- 
ple children of nature, whose lives run 
in the same grooves as did those of their 
forefathers for millenniums past. And 
seeing them through Miss Baldwin’s un- 
derstanding eyes, we are able to enter 
into the thoughts and feelings of Bible 
characters in an unusual way.

Little attempt has been made to give 
any portrayal of Christ in this land of 
many races and creeds, but rather to 
portray the best in Moslem and Jew as 
seen by one who has for many years 
known and loved both. 


The Bahai Cause Today. By William 
McElwee Miller. (Printed and distrib- 
uted by The Moslem World, 156 Fifth 
Ave., New York, 10 cents.) Some readers 
may recall a series of articles on Ba- 
haism, written by one who had been 
saved out of it, published in Tue Sun- 
DAY ScHoot Times in 1923. Since then, 
this strange and pernicious Oriental 
teaching has gained such prestige in 
America that it now flaunts its million 
dollar Bahai Temple at Willmette, Il. 

Few people outside’ of those who are 
accepting its lure are aware of what 
it is, or of its deadly character, or of 
the fact that it claims to have adherents 
in every state in the Union. This book- 
let of some thirty large pages sets forth 
a full history of the Movement, its lead- 
ers, and its doctrine. It is an offshoot of 
Mohammedanism, and its distinctive 
teaching is that God has sent into the 
world a series of “manifestations,” or 
Prophets, the first being Adam, later 
Abraham, Moses, Jesus, Mohammed, and 
the “Bab,” the greatest of all. It has 
its laws or rules, many of which are 
excellent, but in these as well as in its 
literature, there is no recognition of sin 
as being anything more than the ab- 
sence of gooc. It claims to be a divine 
revelation welding all religions into one 
brotherhood, to be ruled over by a 
guardian. who shall have the sole right 
to interpret the Scriptures, and to whom 
men must give absolute obedience. The 
writer of the booklet points out its at- 
tractiveness and power, but also shows 
its utter failure to take sin seriously, or 
to provide a Saviour. Bahaism keeps 
men in bondage to law, and lacks power 
to produce fruit. It dishonors the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Christian leaders should 
avail themselves of this valuable and 
informing document. 


Peace in the Storm. By J. B. Watson. 
(Pickering and Inglis, Glasgow; Loiz- 
eaux Brothers, 19 W. 21st St., New York 
City, 40 cents.) As always, there is only 
one way to find peace in these troubled 
days. But when the problem is ana- 
lyzed and the remedy is given by one 
in the midst of the war, as Mr. Wat- 
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son is in England, he may be assured of 
a more attentive hearing. The author 
faces our fears squarely; diagnosing 
them with unusual keenhness, and pre- 
sents the Scriptural way of escape with 
clearness and encouraging conviction. 
He writes of A Place of Refuge, Fear 
and Its Remedy, Fret and Its Cure, and 
Faith and Its Culture. Here is a 60-page 
booklet of pocket size that will make 
a most welcome companion for spare 
moments. 


‘ The Minister’s Home, Health, . and 
Habits. By Kenneth Mackenzie, D.D. 
(Christian Publications, Inc., Harrisburg, 
Pa., paper, 25 cents.) In this attractively 
printed booklet, Dr. Mackenzie deals 
very practically with varied aspects of 
the minister’s life. Out of a rich per- 
sonal experience, and from a heart filled 
with love for his brethren in the Lord, 
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the author offers words of counsel and 
warning concerning the everyday life 
of the servant of God. 

He stresses ‘the need of a strong wit- 
ness for Christ in the manse as a house- 
hold. He insists on the minister’s proper 
care of his body and on his recognition 
that, since it is the temple -of the Spirit, 
he must preserve. and protect it.’ In 
dealing with the minister’s: habits, Dr. 
Mackenzie treats charitably and yet very 
persuasively such ‘important topics as 
Secret Orders, Smoking, Debt, Fellow- 
ship, Visitation, and Intercession. On 
any one of these topics the discussion 
is quite brief, yet thoroughly Scriptural, 
and éach matter is winsomely presented. 
While the booklet will be of especial 
interest to ministers, seeking to serve 
their Lord ‘better, yet there’ is much in 
the booklet that should be of particular 
value to all Christian workers. 


Church Officers’, Guide. By .John R. 
Golden. (Standard, Publishing Co., Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, 15 cents.) An effort is 
made by the author of this booklet to 
find the Scriptural, form of church gov- 
ernment..
